THE INVESTIGATION PANNING OUT RICHLY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 6.—The mystery 
about the Oregon money transaction is rapidly 
receiving an explanation. Of the sum of $25,- 
000 which is supposed to have been sent to Ore- 
gon from New York City, the Elections Com- 
mittee to-day found that $8,000 were sent by the 
direct order of Col. William Pelton. And who 
is Col, William Pelton? He is the nephew of 
Samuel J. Tilden, a Secretary of the National 
Democratic Committee, the chief manager of 
the Tilden Literary Bureau, and the person 
whom rumor long since designated as 
likely to preside at the White House 
as private secretary and confidential 
manager if Tilden ever gets there. It is due, 
first, to Senator Morton's skill as a cross-exam- 
iner, and secondly and chiefly to the stupidity 
of some of the Democrats connected with the 
affair, that the American people have been en- 
abled to 


KNOW THE PROCESS 
by which Samuel J: Tilden and Reform, has at- 
tempted to secure the one additional necessary 
Electoral vote from Oregon. The precaution 
which Burton N. Harrison, private secretary of 
Jefferson Davis while President of the Confed- 
eracy, seems to have taken to prevent the 
facts from known led to 
this important discovery. The $8,000 draft was 
sent from New York City to Ladd & Bush, in 
Oregon, through the firm of Martin & Runyon. 
Both members of this frm were summoned. It 
curiously happened that ene was a Democrat 
and one a Republican.

Being a lawyer and a man 
of affairs, and finding that by his own discretion 
he has placed himself in a corver which 
there was no legal escape, Harrison said that 
the name of that customer was 
A COL. WILLIAM M. PELTON. 

Runyon, the banker, being subsequently 
called, acknowledged the truth of his admission. 

Harrison was brought into the affair because, 
in detective phrase, be gave himself away. His 
exhibition of zeal yesterday for the welfare of 
the witness, Martin, and the persistency with 
which he followed him and endeavored: 
to discover the persons with whom he 
conversed caused some of the sharp eyes 
which are watching affairs in Washington to be 
placed upon himself. The result was that, vary 
much to Harrison’s surprise, he was served with 
a subpoena yesterday evening. 

Harrison’s convection with the case thus far 
seems to have been this: Pelton came to him 
last Thursday and said that he (Harrison) as a 
lawyer would be visited the next day by a gen- 
tleman. That gentleman came. It was Run- 
yon; but he (Harrison) Rad not acted as Run- 
yon’s counsel, and ha only told him to 
tell the truth. Harrison said that Pelton 
told him that he knew nothing about 
the $8,000. Martin's story yesterday was that 
Harrison told him to be careful not to give any 
hearsay evidence, and % tell only what he 
actually knew of his own knowledge.

A TEXAS TRAGEDY.

These six men have not only designed the opposi- 
tion to T1LpEN's peaceful inauguration, but by in- 
comparable force of will and audacious methods 
have deceived a large following of the party 
throughout the country in the belief that treason is 
truth and that resistance to Ti_pen’s installation is 
but a continuance of the combat that Lixcoun's 
life was lost in. 

The special significance of this and several 
columns of similar bombast and invective is 
found in the fact that Senator Waruicat's 
speech was largely devoted to a denunciation 
of the Cronmw conspiracy, and to showing 
how it will fail to give the Democrats the 
opportunity of rejecting Louisiana, which it 
was intended to open up to them.

If Mr. Ricmarp Proctor, astronomer, be 
an honest and trustworthy man, and a 
scientist who knows u hawk from a beru- 
shaw,” there is a startling danger brewing in 
the celestial regions, in comparison with 
“which ordinary horrors would be trifles. 
According to Mr. Ricuarp Proctor, on the 
evening before last Thanksgiving the people of 
a star of the third magnitude in the constel- 
lation of the Swan were deprived of their 
next day’s dinners by a conflagration of such 
vast dimensions that the efforts of the steam- 
ers were unavailing. The fire raged with 
great violence for several days, and did not 
subside until the whole institution was de- 
stroyed. The loss of life, of course, can 
never be ascertained, owing to our defective 
means of communication with that 
particular quarter of the Swan where 
the late star was located. The 
insurance losses are of little consequence, as 
none of the insurance agerts are left to fur- 
nish the statistics, and the policy-holders are 
all gone. Probably a more complete settle- 
ment of insurance affairs and winding up of 
companies, so as to be satisfactory to all con- 
cerned, was never known before. The poli- 
cies, policy-holders, and companies all ex- 
pired simultaneously, and no applications 
will be made for renewals. 

This disaster of itself would not occasion 
any particular anxiety upon our own some- 
what insignificant planet. Our own insur- 
ance companies had no risks there. We had 
no commercial relations with its people, no 
investments in its corner lots, no mortgages 
on its property, no missionaries spread- 
ing our Gospel among its people, with 
whose particular Gospel we are unacquainted. 
We should therefore have taken no vital in- 
terest in their conflagration, although we 
might have had a feeling of regret that their 
fire beat ours, and that feeling of sympathy 
for the late inhabitants of the late star which 
is common to all humanity. But Mr. Rics- 
ann Proctor brings the calamity home to 
our very doors in a practical—not to say 
blunt and unfeeling—way, by showing that 
the same conditions which produced the con- 
flagration that shriveled up this star exist in 
ourown sun, and are liable at almost any 
time to be set in operation, with results of 
combustion so dangerous to the integrity 
of the sun itself as well as bf our own 
earth as to defy not only the combined 
efforts of other fire departments but even of 
our own matchless one. The ruthless Rion- 
akD thus dances on the edge of the fiery 
abyss : 

It appears, therefore, that there is nothing in the 
long-continued steadfastness of our sun as a source 
of light to assure us that he, too, may not sudden- 
ly blaze forth with many hundred times his usual 
lustre (the conflagration being originated, per- 
chance, by some comet unfortunately traveling too 
directly toward him.) Though he would probably 
cool down again to his present condition in the 
course of a few weeks, no terrestnal observers 
would be alive, at any rate, to note the fact, though 
the whole series of events might afford subject of 
interesting speculation to the inhabitants of worlds 
circling round Sirius or Arcturus. 

The despair of the situation is that Mr. 
Rinane Proctor leaves us altogether in the 
dark as to the time when this extraordinary 
and interesting event may be likely to occur. 
Judging by the multitudinous areas of low 
barometers and thermometers that have been 
so lavishly dealt out all over the country 
since last Fourth of July, we are in no im- 
mediate danger of being cremated at pres- 
ent; on the other hand, there is a possibility 
that we may be congealed and kept on ice 
until the remotest time. If there is to be a 
solar disturbance of any sort, it will proba- 
bly happen because the solar stokers have 
quit work for want of fuel, and the sun is a 
burnt-out slag, with about as much warming 
power in it as there is inacubeof ice. It may

nouncing nothing new. 
omer five years ago, writing in his Star 
Studies” of the star Tan in the Northern 
Crown, which was burned in 1866 by a con- 
flagration of hydrogen-gas, says: 

Now, we know that immense aggregations of 
hydrogen are present in the sun: and it is not im- 
possible that a similar phenomenon has occurred 
in the past, or may occur in the future, in the 
centre of our system; though it is not probable, 
owing to the absence of oxygen. What would be 
the result of such a change in the sun’? It would 
undoubtedly cause such an immense increase in 
the temperature of the earth as to revolutionize 
our globe completely, killing off most of the plants 
and animals now existing, culling out mighty 
eruptions of the fluid interior, and leaving the 
world a wreck. 

Should such a calamity as our astronomer 
predicts and Mr. Ricaarp Proctor copies 
ever occur, we desire it te be placed on 
record that Taz CoA Trisunz, as usual, 
was ahead of all its contemporaries in an- 
nouncing it ; and we would call the attention 
of ‘‘the inhabitants of worlds circling round 
Sirius or Arcturus ”—either will do—to this 
fact, in order that Tun Tarsunz may have 
the credit of it in their interesting specula- 


tions the day after the fire. 
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OPTIONAL STUDIES IN THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS 


Some months ago we published a decision 
by the Supreme Court of this State, in which 
the power of Boards of Education, School 
Trustees, and others, to compel children at- 
tending the public schools to take lessons in 
branches not designated by law to be taught 
in schools supported by public taxation was 
considered and overruled, The study in that 
ease, and which the Court decided could not 
be enforced, was bookkeepisg; and for ex- 
cluding from school a child who refused to 
_ accept lessons in that study the Court award- 
ed damages. This decision was so clear, and 
so eminently just, that it attracted marked 
attention in Chicago, more particularly be- 
cause it applied directly to the study of Ger- 
man, music, and drawing, which were com- 
pulsory studies in our publie schools. The 
Board of Education undertook to grapple 
with the problem how to retain these studies 
in the schools and yet not violate the law of 
the State as asserted by the Supreme Court. 
The Hon. Isaac N. Annoy, s member of the 
Board of Education, finally reported a rule 
on the subject, which was a sort of compro- 
mise. This rule reads as follows: 

The Superintendent is hereby authorized and 
directed, on the reasonable request of the parent 
or guardian, to excuse pupils in the Grammar and 
Primary Schools from any and from all studies 
which are continued from the Grammar Schools in- 
to the High Schools, and which are made optional 
in the High Schoole: Provided, that that the re- 
quest to be excused shall take effect at the begin- 
ning of each term, unless for special reasons the 
Superintendent shall be satiefiel that the pupil 
ought to be excused before the expiration of the 
term. 

Hereafter, on or before the commencement of 
each term of the Primary or Grammar Schools of 
the city, each and every parent or guardian who 
desires his child, er children, or ward to study 
German, music, or drawing in any of the said 
schools, shall sign and send a written request, ad- 
dressed to the Superintendent, expressing such 
wish, and agreeing that such child or children shall 
continue said study in course, aad that he or she 
will not ask to have such child or children excused, 
except at the beginning of a term, unless for rea- 
sone arising after the beginning of the term, and 
which shall be satisfactory to the Superintendent. 

A new term of the public schools will be- 
gin to-morrow, and no child can hereafter 
be required to take lessons in German, 
music, or drawing unless the parent or 
guardian of such child shall have made a re- 
quest in writing expressing a wish to that 
effect,, and agreeing thst such child or chil- 
dren shall continue such study, and that he 
or she will not ask to have the child excused 
from such study before the end of the term. 
In other words, the study of German, music, 
and drawing has been discontinued in the 
public schools, and cannot be resumed un- 
less at the special request in writing of, the 
parent. The rule, it should be remembered, 
does not permit the resumption of these 
studies unless there be objection; but it 
prohibits such studies altogether unless the 
parent make the special written request and 
give the pledge required by the rule. There 
has always been a complaint against the en- 
forced, study of music and drawing, and the 
extent to which these studies are considered 
superfluous and a waste of time will to some 
extent be shown by the proportion of 
parents who will give these written requests 
that the children shall be taught these 
branches. At all events, the studies includ- 
ing German are no longer compulsory, and 
the rule is in strict subordination to the law 
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THE COUNTY RING. 

The desperate character of the Ringsters 
in the County Board, in their attack upon 
Commissioners Arars and Frrzazrarp for 
refusing to consent to corrupt and illegal 
drafts upon the County Treasury, iss fair 
sample of the infamous conduct of this Ring 
in general. In selecting McCarrreyr to bull- 
doze FirzGERatp, they have only acted with 
that insolence and audacity which have char- 
acterized their proceedings from the oatset.

Plunder 
has marked their every step. They have 
multiplied offices, increased salaries, raised 
taxation, sold bonds, spent money, and pil- 
laged the taxpayers, under the cover of son- 
omy and Reform. When they have 
been indicted for their offenses by 
an indignant. popular sentiment, they 
have obtained changes of venue, car- 
ried off their cases to foreign Courts, beaten 
the prosecution by quibbles and technicali- 
ties, and then resumed their rascalities, after 
the manner of the New York Ring. In the 
Oity Government, the taxpayers drove out 
of power the exact complement of this 
County Ring, made up of just such tax- 
eaters and corruptionists, and purified the 
hole fabric from top to bottom. In afew 
weeks’ time they closed up the sinécures, re- 
duced the number of employes, and the gen- 
eral expenses and appropriations, stopped 
unnecessary works, and saved in the general 
expenses of the city from a million and a 
half to two millions of dellars. In the other 
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Electoral vote of these three States to be 
counted for Hayes. Gov. Brown's letter 
was written Dec. 30, and at that time he evi- 
dently had not heard that the Congressional 
Committees had reported a fair count of the 
vote in South Carolina for Hares and 
Warmn.

Starting out upon such false premises as 
these, of course he jumps at the conclusion 
that Trupen and Henpricss are elected, and 
that they must be inaugurated, and he for- 
mulates his reply to any one asking for the 
position of the South in the following words: 
We have confidence in the Northern De- 
mocracy. We leave them to decide this is- 
sue. And we will, during the emergency, 
stand by them with immovable firmness, de 
the consequences what they may.” The Atlan- 
ta Constitution, Gov. Brown’s mouthpiece, 
presents this position more forcibly, perhaps, 
in the following extract from an editorial ar- 
ticle commenting upon the letter : 

The South lost all in the last War but their lands 
and their ability to fight; and if the men who have 
oppressed us whenever an opportunity presented 
itself think we have no desire to exercise that abil- 
ity, because we have so long submitted to outrages 
and oppressions, they.do not knowus. We will 
bear many things rather than be blamed for bring- 
ing onanother war; but, if it comes to the necessity 
of asserting a vital constitutional right, and not to 
a mere sectional] strife, we are as ready to exercise 
that ability as were our forefathers of the Revolu- 
tion. 

Both the Governor and his organ go fur- 
ther than the other fire-eaters. Even the 
Memphis Appeal, that blustering swash- 
buckler, says: Tun and Hznpricus 
are constitutionally elected or they are not. 
If they are, they should and will be put in 
office. If they are not, then Harm must be 
accorded his legal rights. There is nothing 
in the trouble that admits of a compromise 
or any half-way course. The motto of the 
Southern Democrats is ‘All or nothing.’” 
The motto of Gov. Brown is All.“ His 
position is that TLD is elected and must 
and shall be inaugurated, or the South will 
fight. In taking this position he has low- 
ered himself in the estimation of Northern 
people to the level of the craziest fire-cater 
in the South. 


LIFE-INSURANCE. : 

There is undoubtedly a large increase in 
the public apprehension of a serious and 
pretty general panic among the life-insurance 
companies of this country. For years we 
have been told that life-insurance is based 
upon such absolute calculation of the chances 
that failure is impossible, and the practice of 
taking out policies for the benefit of surviv- 
ing families has probably become more gen- 
eral than in any other country in the world. 
The theory of life-insurance may be as trust- 
worthy as it is represented to be, if it were 
honestly carried out. But in this, as in other 
businesa, speculation and competition have 
become so rife as to jeopardize the integrity. 
of the system. All sorts of new devices 
have been introduced to attract in- 
vestments, and no other traffic has been so 
universally and persistently urged by person- 
al solicitation. Meanwhile it is notorious 
that the expenses of the life companies have 
been recklessly extravagant, and the invest- 
ment of the funds has been in keeping with 
the careless and speculative tendency of the 
times. The failure of two or three promi- 
nent companies has naturally directed atten- 
tion to the character of the assets and man- 
agement of other companies that have stood 
still higher and commanded greater confi- 
dence. The disposition to investigate onght 
to be encouraged, and every policy-holder in 


| whatever company will do well to promote 


and assist the most rigid scrutiny of its af- 
fairs. It is notorious that many of our 
life companies have for years been the 
means of paying officers and agents the 
most extravagant salaries, and their expenses 
in the way of lavish appointments and 
special efforts to solicit tusiness have been 
out of all proportion. It is equally notorious 
that the investments and assets of life com- 
panies have shrunk like all other property 
and securities, and it is high time that more 
rigid laws be adopted by all the States, and 
greater individual precaution taken against 
investments in policies. No disappointment 
is keener than the loss of money paid to se- 
cure a future return for wife and children, 
and no deviltry more outrageous than to 
swindle men out of earnings and savings in- 
vested for so loyal a purpose. We are satis-

This thing 
will cease only when the community brings to this 
business the same reason and sense they apply jo 
other transactions. Until then, stock-jobbing 
thieves command the position and will continue to 
plunder the community. — Chronicle.

DIETING PRISONERS. 
WHAT IT COSTS. 

Commissioner Fitzgerald introduced a resolu- 
tion in the County Board Friday providing for 
fixing the price to be allowed Sheriff Kern for 
dieting prisoncrs at 20 cents. Action on it was 
defeated by a motion to adjourn, which prevail- 
ed.

THE COUNTY TREASURY. 
AN EMPTY INSTITUTION. 

At an early hour yesterday morning P. J. 
Sexton presented his order for $7,000 on the 
County Treasurer, and it was honored. The 
Treasurer had refused to cash the order the 
day before because it had been drawn on the 
wrong fund, and the howl of indignation that 
went up in the County Board a few hours after- 
wards was terrible to hear. McCaffrey ranted 
and howled, and Holden, donning his war- 
paint, said he would resigu rather than sit 
quietly by and see such high-handed attacks on 
the credit of Cook County. The Finance Com- 
mittee, or two members of it, replied with 
that they had stopped the payment of “the 
order, t they also displa in their 
remarks an ignorance which inexcusable. 
They acted in good faith in stopping 
the order, but when they said that the Buildin 
Fund was exhausted and that the General Pund 
against which the order had been drawn had a 
balance of from $50,000 to $100,000 to draw on, 
9 showed their ignorance.

Inspection by the Superintendent 
. of Buildings. | 


General Suggestions for the Benefit of 
Managers and Theatre-Goers. 


Providing for the Occupants of the Gal- 
leries---Preparing to Meet a Fire. 


Detailed Statement of the Condition and 
Defects of Each of the Theatres. 


The Superintendent of Buildings, Mr. L. D. 
Cleaveland, yesterday submitted to the Mayor 
the following, which will be seen to be a report 
of the theatres as they were found in the recent 
inspection made by Mr. Cleaveland and his as-

sires by carefully examining the theatres and mak- 
ing plans thereof to be kept in the de ment for 
reference, upon which are marked such changes as 
are thought n for the safety and protection 
ofthe public. As it will take several weeks to 
— the survey and examination of all the 
buildings, it is thought best to report on each class 
of buildings as soon as the survey is made. I 
herewith inclose my report on theatres: 
GALLERIES. 

The means of egress from the main floor of some 
of the theatres are sufficient, but that is not the 
case with the galleries in any of them. They have 
their exits exclusively in the front parts of the 
buildings, and a fire there would the safe- 
ty of the occupants of the gaileri re should 
also be stairways from the eries near to the 
proscenium where the stage bores are usually 
placed, and they should be of sufficient size. The 
exits for the different galleries should be separate. 
The main floor should poss with exits, so 
that an audience there could readily escape without 
meeting the stream of people from the galleries. 
In case of a panic, the peoplein the galleries are in 
the most danger, be farther from the ground, 
and they should not delayed by meeting other 
streams of people from the main floor. Hand-rails 
should be placed on both sides of all halls, stair- 
ways, passages, etc., so that people may have 
somethi to hold on to to enable them 
to resist pressure which tends to over- 
throw them. Where possible to avoid it, there 
should be no steps in aisles and passages. If the 
rise does not exceed one foot in ten feet, it would 
be better to have the floors laid on an incline. 
There should be no long flights of straight stairs, 
but the stairs should have many landings and 
change direction at each landing, and in no case 
should circular stairs be The object of this 
is to prevent the enormous pressure which arises 
where the stairs are long and straight. Some of the 
828 nights of stairs are longer than is desira- 

e. All doors leading out of the house shoulda 
open outwards, and be so fastened as to be readily 

ned from the inside, and not so strong as to re- 
sist pressure from the inside. Over all places of 
exit, especially those most generally used as en- 
trances, the word Exit should painted in 
large letters. The morg separate and distinct that

there will be for

a real or — — cause, have no judgment, and 
should be provided with ample safeguards, protec- 
tion, and exite when such occurrences happen. 
The theatre that can show the greatest amount of 
security will (other things being equal) meet with 
the most liberal —1 for at least months, and 
rhaps years, after such a calamity as the fire in 
rooklyn. No place ghould be tolerated for large 
assemblies that has but one means of exit, no mat- 
ter how spacious that one may be, for a fire is as 
likely to occur there as in any other part of the 
building and thus cut off all means of escape. 
This will apply to halls, churches, schools, etc., as 
well as to theatres 
THE Proscamium WALL 
or partitions in theatres yet to be erected should be 
a brick wall running thro and above the roof. 
In those now erected, which are all of wood, it 
would be sufficient if they be covered on the stage 
laster or iron lath, sheet 
iron, or in some other suitable way (acceptable to 
the 2 of Buildings), made less liable 
to ignite when fire occurs on the „ This par- 
tition should ran up through the attic to the roof 
and also dewn to the floor under the stage, and all 
— except the stage should have won doors. 
eelling under the aaditorium should also re- 
ceive a coat of pilaster or iron similar to that spoken 
of for the proscenium partitions, The use of wood, 
euch as is called *‘*ceiling-staff,” should be more 
restricted than it is, as it is often used for the par- 
titions of dressing-trooms and other permanent 
partitions. ‘Such partitions should be at least 
„stud partitions, plastered on both sides. The 
space over the auditorium should not be used for a 
carpenter shop, nor for the storage of combus- 
tible materials, as is now the case in 
some of the taeatres. All domes should be 
lastered on both sides so that the wood-work may 
entirely covered. Inthe construction of new 
domes, wood should not be allowed in any portion 
of them, as there is a great deal of heat generated 
in them by the gas from the chandeliers which 
usually hang there. This heat should not be al- 
— — to escape into the attic, but should be taken 
out through the roof by a flue eonstructed similarly 
as domes. 
THE DROP-CURTAINS 
of all theatres could and should be made of wire 
cloth coated with fire- proof material such as is now 
used for coating scenery. A curtain so constructed 
would keep back fire and smoke from the auditori- 
um for a considerable time—probably long enough 
to enable an audience to escape from the building 
before a fire originating on the stage could com- 
municate with the auditorium. All lights on or 
about the stage, including fly-galleries, rigging- 
loft, etc., should be protected by wire netting 
laced at. least six inches away from the 
urner. Border or hanging lights should be cover- 
ed with metal, in addition to having wire netting 
around them. ere should be a large ventilator 


readily thrown open by 3 person on the stage or in 
the fly-geliery, in case of a fire on or about the 
stage. This would form an exit for smoke, and 
tend to create a current of air from the auditorium 
to the back of the building, in place of a draft 
towards the front, as is now the case when the cur- 
tain is up. All useless and inflammable material 
should removed entirely from the building, in 
plate of being stored in every out-of-the-way 
place, nook, and corner, as ie now the case in 
some of thetheatres. The theatres should be pro- 
vided with — and hose, and these should 
be placed 80 as to — 1 and not hidden 
or covered up in any way. ere should aleo be an 
ample supply of fire-ex ishers, all in full view: 
i it would be well, at least about the stage, 
** ries, etc., to have a numberof buckets 
always kept full of water to throw on the fire 
at its commeneement. The bucket of water has 
this advantace—every one knows how to use it, and 
or instant use. The difficulty with 
stand-pipes 1s that they require a pump or some 
means of forci the water th them, and 
could not be until the fire-e 
which in all probability would be some time after 
the fire had broken out. It ie therefore necessary 
to have a sufficient number of 
FIRE-EXTINGUISHERS 
and buckets of water on the s

M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

This theatre has an alley on each side and one in 
the rear. There are stores and offices in the front 
part of the building. The entrance id from Madi- 
son street by a hall-way forty feet long and twen- 
ty-four feet wide, between two stores, There are 
stairways on both sides of this hall-way from the 
offices over the stores, which reduce the size of the 
r to sixteen feet. There is also a ticket-of- 

ce in the hall by which the width is still further 
reduced to twelve feet net, but a portion of the au- 
dience could get out through doors into the stores 
on each side before reaching the ticket-office, and 
thence to the strect.

The carpenter shop is in 
the attic over the auditorium. 

This theatre possesses an electric fire-alarm con- 
nected with the Fire-Patrol house. There are five 
fire-pl to this theatre, one in the basement 
under the stage, one on each side of the stage, and 
one in each fly-gallery, with hose attached to each. 
There are also two stand- pipes with fire-ladders 
outside (one on each side of the building, extend- 
ing to the roof). The theatre ig. heated by seven 
furnaces, located as shown e basement plan. 
There are fifty buckets kept filled with water in the 
carperiter-shop over the auditorium. The prosce- 
mum partition should be plastered or covered with 
iron. Generally the improvements mentioned 
under the heading of Remarks should be car- 
ried out. The seating N of the entire build- 
ing is 1,700; main floor, 775; first gallery, 461; 
second gallery, 464. 

THE ADELPHI THEATRE. 0 

This building has the advantage of being use 
pg a as a theatre. Itis surrounded on all 
sides by either streets or broad alleys. There is a 
corridor across the frontend of*the main floor, 
and also across the first gallery, which contains two 
stairways tothe galleries. It has three doors open- 
ing into the streets, also a door opening from the 
lobby into the side a. Avhich lobby communi- 
cates with the parquet-civcle, front carridor, and. 
by means of a neg Nae with the bar-room in the 
basement. There is also a door opening out into 
Dearborn street from the parquet-circie. e main 
floor is about the same grade as the street. There 
are three * above the main floor. The only 
stairs tothe galicries are the two flights in the 
frontcorridor. There should be four doors, two 
on each side of the parquet circie, opening on street 
or alley. Two of these should be near the prosce- 
nium, and the others close te the corridor. There 
is one of these doors now in an opening on Dear- 
born street. Stairs Should be built next to the 

roecenium partition, communicating witn the gal- 
eries but not with the main floor, and opening out 
on street or alley. The dressing-roome are in the 
basement: their partitions should be of studs, 
lathed and plastered on both sides. They are now 
of wood— ‘‘ ceiling-stuff.". The underside of the 
floor of the auditorium should be plastered. The 
theatre is heated by seven furnaces and one stove, 
located as shown by the basement lan.

HAVERLY’S THEATRE.

The 
theatre is heated by five furnaces and three stoves, 
located as shown in the plans. There are no fire- 
plugs in the building. There are four fire-extin- 
guisbers,—one on the stage, one in the basement, 
one in the fly-gallery, and one in the anditorium. 
There are seven buckets filled with water in the 
carpenter shop. The seating capacity of the en- 
tire building is 1, 086,— main floor, 489; first gallery, 
207; and second gallery, 300. The proscenium 
partition should be covered with plaster or iron, 
and 3 the improvements above mentioned 
should be made. 

» 5 — — — THEATRE. 

This building uildings adjoining it on both 
sides.

A ROMANTIC INCIDENT. 


How an Albanian Slave Girl Affected the 
Interests of Three Countrics. 
Birmingham (Eng.) Free Press. 

The French Superintendent of Police who, 
when a crime was reported at his bureau, asked, 
before knowing any of the circumstances, Who 
is the woman!“ contributed an axiom to the 
science of detection by the aid of which other 
than criminal problems might find a solution. 
At the present moment all Europe is in a hub- 
bub ostensibly arising from adherence on the 
part of England to traditional sentiments touch- 
ing the maintenance of the Ottoman Empire, 
and adesire on the part of Russia to rearrange the 
map of Southern Europe. The French Police 
Minister to whom we have referred would not 
have been satisfied with such an explanation, 
but would have asked, Who is the woman!“ 
The diary of a French nopleman—the proof- 
sheets of which were suppressed by order of the 
late Emperor Napoleon, but which are shortly 
to be reproduced by Messrs. Berter & Calvini, 
of the Boulevard Sevastopol—enables our Paris 
correspondent to supply the answer by saying, 
“A beautiful Albanian slave.“ The story, ex- 
tracted from the proof-sheets of the forthcom- 
ing publication, is shortly this: When the oc- 
cupation of Paris by the Allies was at an end, 
and tne various crowned heads and Princes were 
departing to theirown dominions, certain im- 

rtant dispatches of joint import were sent 
— the Duke of Wellington and the newly- 
installed French Government to the Sultan. 
The bearer of the French dispatch was a young 
French nobleman, the Vicomte de M——, since 
become celebrated as a supporter of the t- 
imist party in France, while the Duke of Well- 
ington’s dispatch was intrusted to an attache 
of the English Embassy, who has since become 
famous for his vigorous and undeviating an- 

nism to Russia and ber policy in the t. 

ile waiting at Constantinople for the answer- 
ing dispatches—as was then the custom—they 
came in contact with a number of strangers 
who by one way or another had reached the 
Bosphorus, among whom was a Russian of dis- 
tinguished presence and apparently inexhausti- 
ble pecuniary resources. On several occasions 
the young Englishman aud the Russian had 
found themselves in friendly rivalry; but at a 
reception at the Austrian Ambassador’s an 
altercation arose between them which, at one 
moment, threatened to have a serious ending. 
The conversation turning upon the recent events 
in Eurove, the Russian twitted the young at- 
tache upon Eugland's attitude during the 
French volutlon, stating that the English 
Government had looked coldly on while that 
convulsion took place, and only interfered when 
their own interests were threatened. We com- 
mend the English Government for their wisdom. 
But Sir 8— R—— replied—so says the diary— 
that but for England’s interference and r 
victories on the Peninsula, Napoleon would 
then be holding his court in Russia, instead of 
the allied sovereigns being in Paris; and aaded, 
that but for the perfidy of Russia, Bonaparte would 
never have been in a position to threaten Eu- 
glaud. The Russian replied that the statement 
was false, and the young Englishman had turn- 
ed in sudden wrath and was about to strike the 
man who had questioned his word, when the 
latter, stepping back to avoid the blow, pro- 
claimed himself to be the Czarowits. he 
Austrian Ambassador, together wish the other 
guests, at once interfered, and the Englishman, 
bowing to the Russian Prince, and followed by 
his friend, whose diary wed oy from, leit the 
room. Thus the first breach was made between 
the future Emperor of all the Russias and the 
man who in after years was to thwart that 
Emperor’s views and invoke the English sword 
in defense of the Turk. Butsucha quarrel, as 
the diary observes, would have been forgotten 
in a week had nothing occurred to intensify the 
dislike on either side. It 8 however, 
that a sale of slaves was to e place in the 
slave market of Constantinople,—then an insti- 
tution in full vigor,—and the two young at- 
taches from Paris attended . Our correspond- 
ent gives the account of what took place almost 
as the diary tells it, save in another oe. 
„We passed,” says the Vicomte, “from the 
narrow street which we had traversed though a 
crowd most dense who permitted itself many 
remarks, to us not complimentary, into an 
open square in which the sale, culpable and in- 
human, though abs@rbing to our curiosity, was 
totake place. Here there were numerous 
ups of persons, male and female, abont to 
sold to best advantage, e were many 
groups of men, inhabitants of Turkish provinces, 
and negroes from parts of Africa we know not 
which. Some also there were whose nationality 
did not reveal itself, but who showed to the 
spectator much sign of misery. We by 
these, bestowing on them pity, which was of 
good all we could make for them, and pushed 
ourselves through the crowd that assembled 
itself more and more to the place where they 
put to sell the women. To every group of 
women were many persons who to under- 
stand that they wished to * but greater 
than all other groups was one that gathered it- 
self round a hr woman, half nude, of fair 
skin and complexion, who strove to shrink from 
the eyes of the people surrounding to hide with- 
in herself her shame, and who was already de- 
sired of many at high price. To re surprise 
beyond expression, Sir8S—— R, of the ish 
Embassy attache, presents himself, in ge 
voice, a buyer of the beautiful slave, and at the 
same moment, an official, whom I recognize of 
the Austrian Embassy, declares that he has 
obtained the girl by fair pur hase, and demands 
ber for his employer, for whom he is commis- 
8 . I remonstrate with my companion, 
but he is of the English obstinate, and declares 
he will not allow a woman so beautiful to be- 
come a slave, he having the intention to present 
to her her freedom. For me, I do not believe 
he will so easily leave her, and I fear for his 
position at the Embassy, should Milor the Earl 
of C—— hear of his subordinate’s folly. He 
continues to offer largely his money against the 
Austrian, who, at the end, whispers tous that 
he buys for the Czarowitz. Fatal words! My 
friend declares that he will give his patrimony 
for the girl, but that the nee shall never 
succeed to obtain her. He rages at this; he 
frightens the Austrian official, he pays the 
money he had named and causes to be taken 
away the girl.“ The diary then goes on to deal 
with other matters, but we learn farther on 
that Sir S—— R—— had the girl conveyed to a

CHICAGO. 
b SOTHERN AND COMPANY. 

The engagement of Mr. Sothern at Haverly’s 
Theatre was noticeable for the pecuniary success 
which attended it, and for the inefficiency of the 
company that supported him. There ought to 
be some obvious connection between liberal 
patronage and the endeavors of a theatrical man- 
ager to deserve it; yet there was not visible at 
Haverly’s Theatre last week any circumstance 
of the kind. The public had aright to expect 
not merely a provincial company of average 
merit, but an that would be al- 
lowed standing in New York. With New York 
prices and audiences, there should have been 
good acting. On the contrary, the company was 
inferior even to the Cleveland mob that sup- 
ported Miss Neilson. The acting was worse 
than it need have been. None of the plays wus 
well rehearsed, and none, with the possible ex- 
ception of “‘Dundreary,”’ was decently put on 
the stage. The failure of A Hornet’s Nest” 
was due in about equal parts to its inherent 
weakness and to the wretched manner in which 
it was represented. Scarcely any one who paid 
51.50 to see Mr. Sothern under such unfavora- 
ble circumstances could have felt that the mon- 
ey’s worth in enjoyment, was returned. There 
are excuses offered for the management, such 
us that the lease of the theatre had nearly ex- 
pired at the opening of the season, and bas only 
just been renewed. There are also large prom- 
ises made for the future. We know, too, that 
Mr. Haverly bears a reputation for honorable 
dealing with the public. But all these consider- 
ations will not avail to condone the recent of- 
fenses at his theatre.

He thinks, or pre- 
tends to, that he was elected by the people, and 
that if he is counted out it will be t h the 
treachery or cowardice of his friends. . — 
tleman who is in the habit of calling at the Gov- 
ernor’s house occasionally told me yesterday 
that he is wonderfully changed within the past 
few weeks.

Yet stories cain 
circulation to the effect that he is frequently 
taken home at night helplessiy intoxicated, As 
I have never seen him in such condition, I do 
not vouch for it, but give it as rumor, worthy of 
some attention because of its frequent repeti- 
tion. Certainly, if his mind is excited as much 
as is generally believed by the presnect of his 
being defeated, he is not likely to improve his 
condition by the use of alcoholic stimulants. Four 
years ago the country lost a better and a strong- 
er man than he through disappointment in the 
Presidential canvass, without the aid of any oth- 
er poison. If Horace tireeley could not with- 
stand the one, Mr. Tilden can hardly be expect- 
ed to survive defeat and bad whisky in conjunc- 
tion. 

A HARD WINTER FOR THE POOR. 
Andso it has been, very hard, indeed, for the char- 
itably disposed persons in the city have sadly di- 
minished, not only in numbers, but in the 
amount of their gifts. But itis not this so 
much which has made this winter especially 
hard,—it is the unusually large number of per- 
sons out of employment who are forced to de- 
pend upon charity. I said there was over 100,- 
000 such persons in New York alone, in addition 
to the usual number. A gentleman connected 
with one of our charitable institutions, whose 
business it is to seek the poor and affl 
informs me that there are more than twice that 
number, and that these are literally on the brink 
of starvation,—that is to say. they never have @ 
full meal, and subsist‘entirely upon charity, or 
can find in the streets. Children live 
upon cold victuals begged from door to door, or 
the refuse of the garbage barrels. But there 
are none so good to the poor as the poor them- 
selves. They help one another more than they 
are helped by the rich, A person who. knows 
what it is to be hungry will never see another 
starving while he has a crust to share with him. 
Many touching stories are told in the station 
houses and police courts of the goodness shown 
to each other by persons whose almost daily lot 
it is to be hu and cold. It is doubtless a 
fortunate thing for the country that the majority 
of these . who are so excessively poor are 
foreign n. Their experience in the Old 
Couutry tanght them to bear with patience the 
evils they encounter here. Americans never 
could stand it. They would rebel, create 
riots, steal, and rob, before they 
would submit to such abject poverty. 
and such positive suffering. But the condition 
of even the poor in this country is so much bet- 
ter than it is in the countries from which they 
have come that it does not affect them 90 se- 
riously as it does us. Italy has of late years 
been contributing largely to our pau pu- 
lation, and, there is probably no coun the 
world where the depths of poverty have been so 

ly sounded as in Italy. The poverty 
the Italians encounter here, so } as it falls 
short of absolute starvation, is far better 
than the condition they knew at home. The 
same may be said of the Iris |
